Blaze Menaces Covina Business District; 


New Fire T r u c k Appreciated 


Covina's biggest fire of the year, in fact, for several years, 


threatened the entire business district Wednesday night shortly 
before eight o'clock, when the hay barn, belonging to the San 
Gabriel Valley Milling company, was discovered in flames, result- 
ing in practically a total loss of 175 tons of baled hay and the 
destruction of the building. Only the fact that Covina has two 
fire trucks, one of them the most modern apparatus in use any- 
tyhere, made it possible to confine the fire to its original location. 


The flames were discovered eating^ 


thru the hay at the rear of the' 
building, which faces on East Ba- 
dillo street, by E. L. Burdick, who 
lives in a small residence not more 
than fifty feet from the hay-barn, 
and he turned in the alarm. Firemen 
worked heroically to keep the flames 
from breaking thru to the offices of 
the Covina Argus Publishing com- 
pany, separated from the fire by a 
concrete wall. The pumping system 
at the city wells was started, keep- 
ing the mains filled, and the two 
engines poured an immense amount 
of water into the roaring building, 
literally drowning the fire after 
about two hours. A long fight was 
then necessary to remove many of 
the smouldering bales of hay to get 
into the interior, where fires still 
glowed, and a watch was kept on 
the smoking mass all during the 
night.

ed up the whole city and valley, brot 
a reeord-breaKing -crowd to the 
gcene, and many business houses in 
the main section of the city were 
prepared to begin moving goods, as 
it had every indication of develop 
ing into a general conflagration. 


The new Mack engine was kepi 


pumping continuously from 8 unti 
5:30 o'clock this morning, and never 
missed a stroke, according to the fire 
officials. 
Veteran fire-fighters, who 


have been on the Covina force for 
many years, declared that the fire 
could never have been controlled 
with but one engine. It was a com 
plete demonstration of the necessity 
for the new apparatus, they said 
and the fact that it prevented a con 
flagration was sufficient to pay for 
the apparatus many times over

Prices for lemons are soaring thii 


season, with the promise of unusua 
Returns for the balance of the year's 
crops. This is largely due, accordinj 
to E. R. Hobbs, manager of the San 
Dimas Lemon association, tp the 
scarcity of lepions all over the south 
Pool number six is being paid ou 
this week, distributing $75,000 to the 
growers. 


Manager Hobbs states that al 


fruit in the house has been mover 
with the exception of about thre< 
cars which are being held for sweat 
ing and coloring. A sale in Chicagi 
on the 18th brot $13 per box fo 
first grade. It is not expected tha 
this peak will be sustained, but th 
growers may reasonably expect th 
prices to not go below $7.50 or $; 
per box. From now on to the 1st o 
November, which closes the fisca 
year, the house expects to pick 
or 12 cars of fruit. 


There are 1500 acres under the 


San Dimas Lemon association, in- 
cluding the Covina and San Dimas 
districts. It is judged that next 
year's crop will bd lighter than this 
year, due to a heavy drop in June, 
but at that it is estimated that 
around 400 cars will be shipped. 


Everything points to a good year, 


especially as tho association will en- 
ter the spring market with a clean 
house. On September 15th, this year, 
there were but 217 cars unsold, as 
compared with 547 at the same time 
last year. In 1026, the returns for 
the first half of the year were poor,

BUZZARD'S PEAK CROWNED 


WITH FIRE AS HILLS BURN 


Fires raging in the mountains and 


foothills in various sections of Cali- 
fornia, Oregon and Washington have 
taken heavy toll in property values, 
and in the case of some of the con- 
flagrations, lives and homes were 
lost. 


Only one fire of any size haa oc- 


curred in the Covina district, result- 
ing in the burning over of more than 
a thousand acres of hill land south 
of the city this week. While specta- 
cular, the lire did little damage. 


Fire apparatus from the county 


fire departments, and deputies and 
forces of men from the office of the 
county fire warden were on the 
scene, and additional men rushed to 
the fire by Constable Sauuders aud 
Deputy Constable Pearson. 


The blaze burned off the grass and 


brush cover on three sides of the 
Pacific Colony for narcotic addicts, 
aud swept over Buzzard's peak, the 
highest point in the Covina hill 
range. It came into the mesa terri- 
tory of the Covina Heights subdivis- 
ion, 
and for a time menaced a few 


buildings, but after burning for the 
greater portion of Monday night, 
was brot under control. Sheep aud 
cattle iu the area were removed to 
places of safety.

The local Legion post made a success of its first annual 


carnival last year, but it is going to be bigger and better in 
every way this year. There'll be entertainment for everyone, 
a good clean show every night, with plenty of band and or- 
chestra music. 


There's a reason for this carnival. The local post is going 


to build a clubhouse rfght away, just as soon as this carnival 
is over.- The carnival will help to finance this construction. 
By Armistice day~it is hoped that the building will be well 
on its way, and by Christmas ready for occupancy. It will 
be built on property owned by the Legion just back of the 
Covina park plunge on the Adams Park tract. The legion 
owned two large lots in that location, and sold all of the 
property to the.city, with the exception of enough to build on. 


The national organization of the American Legion urges 


every post to own its own home. The word "clubhouse," in 
most cases is a misnomer. The Legion members do not use 
their post home as a clubhouse to any great extent, especially 
in such communities as Covina, where practically every mem- 
ber has his own home. It will not be used as' a place of 
recreation to a very large extent, altho many entertainments 
will no doubt be staged there. 


But it will be a unit headquarters, whe^e the members of 


the post will carry on the great work of the national organiza- 
tion. That work is chiefly rehabilitation of the disabled 
veteran and the care of his family. The Covina post is one 
of thousands of similar posts, located in every community 
in the United States and territorial possessions. Each one is 
a unit, bearing its share of the work and expense of rehabili- 
tation. That's why it is highly important that every post 
have adequate headquarters, where the records can be kept, 
and where the work is done that maintains the national pro- 
gram. Every post contributes in money to the state and na- 
.tional organization, as well as carrying put the general pro- 
gram. Few people may realize it, but it is a fact that all im- 
portant legislation in behalf of the disabled veteran in the 
state and nation has been written by the American Legion 
and sponsored by the organization. 


That's why the people in general should be, and undoubt- 


edly will be, interested in the building' of Lejgioa headquar- 
ters in Covina. It is not a place for recreation for.able-bodied 
men, but a unit of an organization working unremittingly 
for the disabled. There are other aims of this organization, 
but rehabilitation is the chief aim, and the work will not cease 
until the last man and woman disabled by the war has passed 
on. That's why the Legion needs a headquarters. And with- 
out question the citizens will aid the post generously, and in 
every way that is possible. 


The Value of Climate— 


Ole Hanson, speaking at Baldwin Park before the Forum 


club last Friday, made a heart-warming talk on the future 
of southern California. Of late years, some of us have not 
heard as many of these real California booster talks. Not so 
many of them are made as in past years, because the pioneer 
builders of this empire of the southwest are more inclined 
to rest on their laurels, and'to watch with complacency the 
great migration tnat still flows on in an unending stream 
into this incomparable southland.

It is the place where Ole Harfson 
delivers his lectures to prospestive buyers of San Clemente 
real estate. 


"If I could transport that half-acre to within fifty miles 


of New York or Chicago, and take the southern California 
climate along with it—what do you suppose I could get for 
that small piece of ground? Would it be unreasonable to 
believe that the 
ground and the climate together would 


bring, say, twenty-five million dollars on the New York 
stock exchange?" 


.That's a quick and accurate way of getting at the value 


of California real estate. John McGroarty, publicist and 
poet, author of the Mission Play, said many years ago:

Don't tell them about 
the big brick buildings built here, or the size of the cement 
plant. They have bigger and better buildings back east than 
we have.

Organic Matter 


Imperative for 


Citrus Groves 


One of the greatest needs in the 


citrus orchard soil management pro- 
gram is the maintenance of organic 
matter, according to M. B. Bounds, 
farm adviser in Los Angeles county. 
The organic matter content in the 
soil can be maintained by the use 
of bulky organic manures, by means 
of hay, straw, and by the turning 
under of covsr crops. 


In mature orchards it is some- 


times difficult to grow a crop which 
will furnish a satisfactory amount 
of organic 'matter, but where this 
can be done the cover crop may 
materially cut down on the amount 
of bulky organic fertilizers neces- 
sary, thereby materially reducing 
the expense of fertilization. If pos- 
sible to do so, growers are advised 
to grow a crop which is planted 
sometime from August to October, 
to be turned under in February or 
early March. Those crops which are 
mostly used are millilotus Indica, 
purple vetch, and horse beans. Some 
growers are now using what has 
been considered as weeds, namely, 
mustard, malva, and a mixture of 
volunteer weeds. 


Not only does the crop growing 


in the orchard furnish a certain 
tonnage of green organic matter to 
be turned under for the purpose of 
decomposition, but also furnishes a 
root growth which gives considerable 
organic matter thru its growth and 
decomposition. 


Organic matter in the soil is one 


of the most necessary materials for 
several reasons: It furnishes plant 
food elements; it decomposes and 
renders available some of those ele- 
ments which are already in the soil, 
but locked up in insoluble minerals; 
it furnishes food for beneficial bac- 
teria and renders the soil physically 
better, and more retentive of mois- 
ture; it will also help to prevent 
plow-sole in the sub-surface soil, and 
had a chemical effect which is bene- 
ficial. 


If mellilofrus indica is planted, it 


should be sown shallow, since if 
planted too deeply it may not_.ger- 
minate. Vetch and the larger type 
of seeds should be cultivated in, 
probably -in inch in depth. The sur- 
face soil should be kept sufficiently 
moist for germination.

Have you 
een driving around lately?- Or do 
you stay in town and avoid unpleas- 
ntnesst Do come out and smell us! 
Of course the fall is considered 
s the time for heavy fertilization, 
inyone familiar with good orchard 
jraetice will be aware of that, but 
here are any number of acceptable 
ertilizers '• of great value *to 
the 


groves which are not hard to take. 


Some orchardists, non-resident, of 


course,, are this fall using some of 
the most disagreeable/ unhealthy 
products of a disagreeable, \inhealthy 
animal, whom: the wise' and cleanly 
Jews have for centuries avoided as 
unclean. We agree with them. You 
would too, il you were living within 
a. mile radius of their use. 


It. is most.delightful to be awak- 


ened from, sound sleep in. the middle 
of. the night with a strong, to put it. 
mildly, permeating odor which calls 
for attention. This attention results 
in the closing, of all windows and 
the lighting of innumerable sticks of 
incense and a devout prayer, f or ,a 
little rest and surcease ;fronv the 
odors of the day. It s.eems that even 
a stilly, night, no breath '•. of wind 
stirring, is capable of filling the air 
with the scent. Really, a good healthy 
mephitis odor is preferable. 


We admit the economy of the use 


of such material, and of course the 
grower who lives in the town consid- 
ers his grove only as a maker of 
money, does not sufficiently appre- 
ciate it to live-on it and evidently 
does not use any consideration for 
those who do love to live on theirs.

There will never be a "last great 


war" between man and insect, to be 
won by the insect army, according 
to J. P. Coy, San Bernardino county 
horticultural commissioner, who in a 
statement declared science is mak- 
ing such headway against insects 
and fruit pests that in time that 
enemy to humanity will be conquer- 
ed. 


"Science," he said, "has conquer- 


ed bacteria, which in past centuries 
swept the world in the black plague.

EARTH SLIP 


GIGANTIC MOVEMENT BURIES 


TRACKAGE, BUT NO LOSS 


OF LIFE occrras 


Accompanied by a roar and rum- 


ble that could be heard for miles, 
an enormous earth movement, carry- 
ing 100,000 yards of rock and 'earth 
from an approximate height of 400' 
feet crashed into the pit of the ex- 
cavation work on the west abut- 
ment foundation for the $25.000,000 
San Gabriel flood control dam at 
1:30 p. in.

n the mountainside, Chief Engineer 
Eaton said he believes the slide, 
which 
he 
technically 
termed 
a 


'landslip," was caused 
by 
the 


weakening of the rock and clay of 


' rotten character.'' 


Most of the damage sustained in 


the enormous slide, which caused the 
1 ropping of the entire mountainside 
from eight to ten feet, is to the 
water and power lines; the water 
lines in the upper strccthes of the 
mountain and the lines which carry 
power into the canyon to much of 
the machinery. 


Prof. Tolman, a geologist of Stan- 


ford university, who is at the dam 
site studying the formation of the 
rock strata in relation to the struc- 
ture, was present when the crest 
gave way and came crashing into 
the canyon with deep reverberations, 
and raising a heavy cloud of dust 
that hung like a pall for hours over 
the workings. 


SHATTERED ROCK 


It is known that the poor char- 


acter of the rock on the west bank, 
where one foot of the dam will be 
anchored, has for some time been a 
source of grave concefn to the engi- 
neers and for weeks they have been 
suspicious of such movements as oc- 
curred Monday. 


Immediately after the huge slide, 


Chief Engineer Eaton, his associates 
and geologists, started a preliminary 
survey of the movement, which set 
at naught many months' work and 
began laying plans for the removal 
of the debris, the required time for 
which they could make no estimate 
on Monday. 


In addition to the'partial destruc- 


tion of the power and water lines, 
the work on the west abutment ex- 
cavation also is halted temporarily 
by the burial of much of the track- 
age at the foot of the mountain over 
which are routed the dump-car trains 
which carry away the excavated ma 
terial.

of J.A.Anderson 


Scores of large wreaths and bou- 


quets of dahlias and roses, tributes 
from friends, filled the space be- 
tween the chancel steps and the 
altar of St. James cathedral in Los 
Angeles Monday when more than 
five hundred prominent men and wo- 
men met to attend the funeral ser- 
vices of James A. Anderson, pioneer 
barrister of Los Angeles, who died 
Friday at the Good Samaritan hos- 
pital. 


Mr. Anderson, who was 72 years 


of age, was born at La Grange, 
Tenn., a son of James A. and Louise 
C. Anderson. Having spent his early 
life in Texas, Mr. Anderson later 
'.v.'nt to Tucson, Arizona, where he 
studied law. Coming to Los Angeles 
in 1885, Mr. Anderson soon became 
known as an attorney of ability anr 
integrity and he was chairman of 
the first board of public works in 
Los Angeles. 


He contributed his efforts to the 


building of the Los Angeles Owens 
river aqueduct and was an authority 
on water rights. He was a member 
of the Los Angeles county bar asso 
elation, the California state bar, the 
American Bar association, the Sun 
set club, California club, and manj 
other organizations. 


Mr. Anderson was for many years 


the counsel for the committee' ot 
nine, which body has control of the 
allocation of water from the Sai 
Gabriel canyon. He was very active 
during the past two years in flooc 
control affairs, taking a leading par 
in suits before the courts during the 
"high dam" and "low dam" con 
troversy.

Other supervisors, however, 
jli.jccted to authorizing actual calls 
ror bids until there has been an ih-

Supervisor Shaw said, however, 


hat he is in favor of saving money 
for the county, even if it

'I think making cement ••vlth. Los 


Angeles county labor out of Los An- 
geles county materials is better than 
m porting cement from foreign coun- 
:rif:s," said Supervisor Shaw. "And

taxpayers by refusing to consider

Lhat the county can save the dif- 
ference between $1.36 per barrel, 
which is the estimated, cost of manu- 
facture of cement in a county plant, 
and $2.10 per barrel,i which, is the 
lowest contractors' price of the pro- 
duct in Los Angeles.

cents a barrel, which will represent 
a saving of $740,000 for each 1,000,- 
000 barrels of cement. 


It is estimated that there is used 


on county work about 500,000. bar- 
rels of cement a year.
